To win a Rhodes .st-holar.ship is a very high 
'honour, and, in the opinion of my people repre- 
.senLs about as high an attainment in scholastic 
achievement as it is pos.'dbk; to reach. Some 
con.sider tliat the Rhodes .scholars of the past 
hîivf been mere clever bookwoj-nis, while oth- 
er.s iiiink that they liavc been rather college 
leaders, but ail are agreed that the reward i.s 
for .'Students of exceptional merit and of abili- 
ties beyond the ordinary. 

The requirements for a .scholarshij) winner 
;t.s laid down by Cecil Rhode.'-' hini.sdf are of 
an inclusive nature, and certainly the de.wrip- 
tion ;^iven of the type of student desired ap- 
pwtns to be that of a very superior mortal in- 
deed. Rhodes did jiot intend to make the re- 
:juirernents easy, ile desired to pick out cer- 
tain inei) in whom he hoped certain viewpoints 
would be in.stilled , .so that they might take a 
valuable j^art in the leadership of opinion in 
building up a definite Empire «pirit, 

Tite notewortliy ihiiig about it i.-^, that he 
did not want men of especial brilliajice in any 
one field, or of especial brilliance in several 
fields. \V)iat he n-My desired %^<'ii; men of all 
around ability. He did i\<A desire the genius. 
He wanted the healthy minded and the healthy 
ij'j as the best that the iïii,i\on had to offer. 
Jle wiinted wlial is itiherently possible in many 
students who through slackne.ss, sloth indiffer- 
have remained in the rut. iie wanted keeness 
and alejlficsf, and honest thought, no genius or 
one-sided bookishness. 

Wheji ojie looks at the civilization of today 
it i>ei '.ini<'.'' apparent that th< grt^at .^tride.s of the 
iast dwade has been the result of hard work by 
well trained and intelligent men, not so much 
he v.oik <jf tln;; single and brilliant man of 
genius.
